General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

For  Tuberculosis — Ransom  Sanatorium  provided  by  County 
Council. 

For  Fever  Cases — We  have  arrangements  with  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  Authority. 

For  Smallpox — We  maintain,  with  four  other  Districts,  the 
RushclifFe  Hospital. 

The  General  Hospitals  of  Nottingham  are  available  for 
cases  from  the  District. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  infectious  cases — provided  by  Fever  Hospital. 

For  non-infectious  cases^ — provided  by  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Stapleford 
is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  which  also 
provides  a  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  and  a  Treatment 
Centre  for  Venereal  Diseases,  at  Nottingham.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  arrangement  for  this  is  made  by  the  Local  Author¬ 
ity,  but  District  Nursing  at  Bramcote,  Chilwell  and  part 
of  Stapleford  is  done  by  a  Nursing  Association.  The  six 
Midwives  practising  in  the  area  are  not  employed  or 
subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority.

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious 
Diseases. 

There  is  not  anything  specially  noteworthy  with 
regard  to  the  prevalence  of  these  diseases,  and  the  sub¬ 
joined  table  speaks  for  itself.  In  addition  to  the  previous 


arrangements,  in  special  cases,  for  hospital  treatment  of 
infectious  disease,  the  District  has  made  an  arrangement 
with  the  Basford  Rural  District  Council  for  the  reception 
of  patients  at  the  Basford  Sanatorium. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  enormous  amount  of 
Influenza  of  a  peculiarly  mild  type. 

As  far  as  we  know  no  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick 
and  Dick  tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever.
